Book Review 

The Insider's Guide to U.S. Coin Values 

21st Edition 


Author: Scott A. Travers

Scott takes a novice from knowing nothing to an intermediate 
collector with plenty to learn. In his acknowledgments, Scott 
has a list of who's who of coin dealers and writers that helped 
contribute to the book. 

He covers different strategies for accumulators, collectors, 
investors or the collectors/investors. For example in chapter 2, 
it covers various modern errors that are possible to find in 
pocket change. Then it briefly explains the grading scales and 
standards. Chapter 4 is the price guide, which answers the 
question "How much is my coin worth?" The author 
acknowledges that the prices are outdated. The prices are 
based on $1400 - $1650 gold prices, and silver at $23 - $28 
per ounce. 



In the second half of the book, Scott describes how the coin market works. He also covers bullion and 
sleeper coins that could be very profitable. However some of his suggestions are not for all budgets or 
beginners.
